HAD BEEN WON 


Others, among hundreds of 
episodes, included the following: 
On Christmas Day, 1946, the 
clandestine organ of the maquis, 
El Guerillero, reported the 
execution by guerilla units of 
Father J, D. Manso, 4 Galican 
priest, “because he had helped 
to execute people in 1936." 

Another ‘tlandestine Cam- 
munist publication, Mundo 
Obrero, reported the shooting 
dead in July, 1947, of another 
priest, Father Fernandez Perez, 
of Santa Marin de Faboada, in 
Galicia, for the same reason, — 

Six civil muards were shot 
dead in January 1947, in re 
prisal for the exccutlon of two 
guerilla leaders, Jose Isasa 
Olaizola und Jose Antenio 
Licrand), in Madrid, 

In ao clash at Benbeger, near 
Valencia, in March 1947, eight 
elvil guards were killed and 
fourteen , injured. © Twelve 
guerillas were killed, 

But by 1048, the “war” had 
been won by the Spanish 
authorities and the guerillas 
were in retreat, although 
sporadic fighting went on until 
1952, | General Francisco 
Franco's = radical social legisla- 
tion probably helped more than 
anything else to keep the 
Spanish mosees, from showing 
support for the guerifng, for the 
number of local recruits they 
obtained was limited, while the 
bourgeotsie rallied more closely 
than ever round General Franco 
in tho face of this well- 
organised attempt ‘to qverthrow 
the regime. 

Another factor which told 
against the guerilias organised 
by the “Communists was: the 
strong anti-Communist . feeling 
in some Republican’ and Sociai- 
ist circica within Spain, a feeling 
which had already divided the 
Republic during .the Civil War. ;
